Quebec, August 29.—A section of the 
new bridge across the St. Lawrence 
river, five miles below the city, col- 
lapsed late today, carrying scores of 
workers and mechanics into the water. 
It is estimated that the loss of life is 
at least sixty, and many estimates ex- 
ceed that number by twenty. 

The bridge was about a mile and a 
half in length, and half of it, from the 
south shore to midstream, crumpled 
up and dropped into the river. 

Ninety men were at work this 
section of the structure, and the whis- 
tle had just blown at 5:30 for the men 
to quit work for the day when they 
heard a grinding sound from the 
bridge midstream. 

The Bridge is Falling. 

The men turned to see what had 
hapyenca, and an instant after tno cry 
went “The bridge is falling.’ The 
men made a rush shoreward, but the 
distance was too great for them to 
escape. 

The fallen’ section 
dragged others after it, the snapping 
girders and cables booming like the 
crash of a cannon, and frightening the 
workmen as they sped shoreward. On- 
ly a few of them reached safety be- 
fore the last piece of iron on the south 
shore was dragged into the river. 

Near the shore the wreckage of the 
bridge did not go below the surface 
of the water, and eight workmen who 
remained above water were rescued

SECRETARY ANSWERS BRYAN 


Taft Declares that Roosevelt Has 
Faith in the People While Bryan 
Neither Trusts the People 
Nor the Courts. 


Denver, Colo., August 29.—The most 


important even: of a busy day in Denver 
for Secretary of War Taft was a speech 
delivereg this afternoon on the steps of 
the state capito]. He closed his stay in 
this city with a reception given by Yale 
men at the University Club and a dinner 
at the Brown Palace Hotel. At 8 o'clock 
tonight Mr. Taft left for Yellowstone 
Park. 

Secretary Taft's speech in the main, 
was a repetition of his Columbus ad- 
dress. He deviated somewhat to reply to 
ie published statements of W. J. Bryan 
on trusts. He said Bryan wants to ex- 
terminate the trusts. “He means by 
this, that he wants the trusts dissolved 
into their constituent parts.’’ Mr. Taft 
eaid: “We do not agree with him. We 
want the good ones continued and the 
bag ones abolished and all properly 
regulated.’’ 

The secretary said that the difference 
between Mr. Bryan and Roosevelt was 
that Roosevelt had faith in the people. 
He had faith that good men could be se- 
cured to enforce the laws whereas Bryan 
did not trust the courts and offered the 
initiative and referendum as a cure-all.

THREE PLOTTERS 
DOOMED 10 DEAT 


While Others Are Sentenced 
to Terms in ison 


CONSPIRACY AGAINST CZAR 


Martial for Plotting the Death 
of the Czar—Several Women 
Among the Pris- “ 
oners. 


St. Petersburg, August 29.—The court- 
martial which hae been trying the 
eighteen persons accused of plotting 
against the Emperor Niholas and the 
government last May has found three 
of them, Boris N‘thitenko, Alixis Purkin 
and Naumoff, guilty of organizing a 
plot and sentenced them to death by 
hanging. 

Four others were found guilty of or- 
ganizing a plot yo overhtrow the ex- 
isting form of government. Three of 
these were sentenced to eight years’ 
imprisonment and one to four years’ 
penal servitude. 

Five of the prisoners were convicted 
of “having supported a conspiracy” and 
were condemned to imprisonment and 
the loss of all civil rights, while six 
persons, including M. Feodossieff, a law- 
yer and his wife, were acquitted. 

The discovery of a plot against the 
emperor and th: govenment was, ac- 
cording to the ofticial statements, made 
on May 15 last by the arrest of a sol- 
dier of a guard regiment at the palaces. 
The man later is said to have con- 
fessed that he had accepted a large 
sum of money as a bribe to assist in 
the assassination of the emperor. Some 
time later a sergeant of Cossacks, who 
was a gatekeeper, informed the em- 
peror that he had been approached to 
allow a number of conspirators in the 
uniform of Cossacks to enter the pal- 
ace. 
Boris Nikitenko, one of the men con- 
demned to death, is a retired naval 
lieutenant, the son of a colonel in the 
army, and distinguished himself in the 
suppression of the mutiny on board a 
cruiser at Sebastopol. 

M. Feodossieff, who was acquitted, is 
the son of a vice admiral, and his wife,

Least Tuberculosis in Towns. 
(From The Cleveland ‘Leader.) 

City people whose experience of the 
tountry is mostly of the hot weather va- 
riety often wonder why 
it can be that tuberculosts of the lungs, 
@ plague which is most effectively com- 
bated by life in the open arr, claims more 
victims in the country than In the cities 
and towns, in proportion to the popula- 
tion. They cannot understand why farm- 
ers should be. more liable to consump- 
tion than merchants or professiona] men 
in the crowded centers of industry. 

There is really nothing Inconsistent 
about te conditions existing. Tubercu- 
losis is not only a bag air disease, but @ 
malady which flourishes on a low av- 
erage of bodily vigor, however brought 
about. Too many country homes are in 
danger of tainted drinking water, 
through the proximity of wells to sta- 
bles and other outbuildings. Too often 
the disposal of refuse is incomplete and 
careless. Fresh air, and plenty of it, 
must be had in winter as well as in 
summer. It is more vitally important 
in sleeping rooms than anywnere else, 
and that is exactly where !t Is often 
lacking, in country homes not of the 
best class during the long winter 
months. The direct cause ts tnadequate 
heating facilities. Many farmers come 
into their houses after hard days in the 
woods, in snow and cold, eat a supper 
better calculated to please the palate 
than. keep the stomach in its best con- 
dition, and then go to bed tn a stuffy 
room, with the Windows carefully closed. 
It is all well calculated vo pbreed tuber- 
eculosis by bringing the vwrtality of the 
body down to a dangerousty low level.

It was made the county seat 
soon after the county of Irwin was laid 
out in 1818, while that county embrac- 
ed all the territory from the Ocmul- 
gee river east to the Flint, and south to 
the Florida line. 

At a time when the judges, lawyers 
and ministers made their circuit on 
horseback, Irwinville was the scene of 
many events that went toward the mak- 
ing of the history of the state and 


many more quite as interesting, that 
have never been told. 

Old citizens say the town is 99 years 
and 8 months old, ®Sut in this history 
does not bear them out, and 89 is prob- 
ably the correct figure. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the rec- 
ords of the county, since its organize- 
tion 89 years ago, are practically com- 
plete, and they are very imteresting, not 
only as curiosities, but valuable contri- 
butions to the official records of the 


state.

Sprig of Swedish Royalty 
Thinks President Is a 
Great Man, 


New York, August, 29.—Having gone 
through a rather arduous round of so- 
cial duties in New Bngland and having 
discharged his official obligations by 4 
visit to President Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay, Prince Wilhelm of Sweden, who has 
just begun to visit New York, will spend 
the rest of his time here as informally 


as he can. ° 

The prince was delighted with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, with whom he had 
luncheon, and he is quoted as having 
told the prominent feliow countrymen 
that he was much surprised to find the 
chief executive a man of even greater 
vigor ang enthusiasm than he had pic- 
tured him. The ‘president, the prince 
said, also made him fee] very much at 
home and amazed him by his familiarl'y 
with Swedish history and literature and 
his interest in Swedish affairs.

A LESSON FOR THE SOUTH. 

What Canada Is Doing to Fill Its 

Waste Places With White People. 
(From The Wall Sreet Summary.) 

Of interest and probable value is a: com- 
parative study of the methods of the south 
with those of Canada fn attracting to their 
respective domains desirable immigrants. 

Rich, fertile and abundant in natural re- 
sources that await the advent of labor to 
immeasurably increase their wealth; 
ly settled, relatively speaking; and, practical- 
ly, embarked upon their progressive mission 
for about the same time since Canada’s real 
advencemem dates from confederation forty 
years ago, and the south dates her resur- 
rection from the close of the civil war, a 
contrast to the steps taken by either is not 
only timely but exceedingly enlightening and 
instructive. 

At the very threshold we are confronted 
with the fact that immigrants to this coun- 
try rarely journey Dixieward. Only in re- 
cent years has there been an exodus south- 
ward of any noticeable proportion, morr than 
nine-tenths of our aliens seeking homes in 
the northern, eastern and Western siates. 

This fact makes the contest between the 
south and Canada all the more equal; for 
only latterly has the Dominion approached 
this question with purpose and resolution. 
Viewed from any angle the problem is open 
and still largely experimeral. Climate is 
undentably an advantage to the gouth;: yet 
the practical methods of Canada seem to 
more than discount this favoring circum- 
stance. Truth to tell, the south has no 
fixed plan and ie torn by dissensions and 
prejudices whenever the immigration issue 
is broached. 

With the single exception of South Caro- 
lina, whose work is highly commendable, it 
may be predicted advisedly no southern state 
hes yet given evidence of a practical grasp 
of this tmportan matter. To be surg, con- 
ventions have been held occasionally, at- 
tended by numerous governors and state of- 
ficials of the south—notebly, that in Nash- 
ville last fall: but the net results have been 
small, scarcely noticeable. indeed. Save in 
expatiating on the ‘‘great Industrial oppor- 
tuntties”"’ and ‘‘vast resources’’ of the 
south, and in passing ‘‘resolutions’’ jnore or 
less inane and foreign to the 
nothing substantial has been accOmplished. 

While these conferences were progressing 
American residents—probably citizens—were 
leaving thelr homes in the northwest and 
crossing the Canadian border. Homestead 
claims were filed last year in Canada by 
59.000 former residents of the United Statea. 
Why coul4d not their steps have been 4i- 
verted southwar? Simply because of the 
indifference of the south to its own prob- 
lem. 

So far from having @ concrete and Gefi- 
nite understanding of itz need of the nnmi- 
grant, the south, with the single exception 
noted, hes not yet made a beginning. In 
congress her r@presentatives were prominent 
in supporting every restriction against the 
alien. and were outspoken in thelr efforts 
for his exclusion. The southern people, gen- 
erally. oppose the entry of ‘“‘peuper labor.’’ 
end the operatives naturally join in this 
protest since the immigrant’s coming strikes 
at their control. Taking his cue from these 
the politician is hostile. In Cenada the re- 
sult is otherwise. Pffic§ent immigrants 
from all covntries ere welcomed and sought 
after. A live commissioner leaves no atone 
unturned to induee such to come to Canada. 
and already an apprecfable gain in immi- 
gration to the Dominion te recorded. Prac- 
tical methods of solicitation and publicity 
advertising the opportunities and advantages 
awaiting the immigrant in Canada are char- 
acteristic. while prejudice, denunciation and 
politics figure not at eli.

The life history and economy of ( , 
bee tribe have been the puzzle wt ap sh scons 
tion of naturalists for thousands of years— 
surpassed only in the case of ants—and from 
the time of Solomon (the first great natural- 
ist mentioned in history) these have been deft- 
ly appropriated by philosophers and poets to 
point @ moral of adorn a tale. But bees are 
Sadiy prone to fall victims to the ‘drink 
habit,’’ and if once a bee sips of the natural 
intoxicating juice of certain plants, the 
“poisoned chatice’’ commends itself to a dis- 
astrous extent and it dies an irreclaimable 
drunkard. Any kin® of sugared spirits ex- 
posed on a window sill on a summer's day 
will lure bees away from the flowers and 
intoxication follows. 

It is the same with ants, tn fact, with all 
insects; with all animals, ferae naturae, do- 
mesticated, or semi-domestg# ated, with, of 
course, the exception of animals that drink 
nothing. Even among birds degeneracy in 
this respect is not unknown. I knew a pet 
gander that had a notorious reputation as a 
*“‘toper."” I have seen it lip up a quart of 
stout greedily, and although that kind of 
fiquor wes its favorite, it took beer readily, 
and ‘‘a hair of the dog that bit him’’ in the 
morning in the shape of whisky and water 
was never refused. That particular goose 
lived to @ great age. 

How ‘“‘Jenny,’’ a female Barbary monkey, 
fell from the grace of temperance was very 
puzzling. She had been obtained when little 
more than a baby by a relative of mine, 
who was @ strict abstainer, and she was hie 
constant companion in the house, in the gar- 
den, in his rural rambles, even on his ang- 
ling expeditions. But fall she did and in her 
dodges to procure liquor displayed abnormal! 
cunning. She came to know every public 
house for miles around, and wandered far 
and wide, invariably, by a kind of intoxicated 
instinct peculiar to man. finding her way 
home even when thoroughly intoxicated.

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First Glove Wearers. 


Not only on account of the intrinsic beauty 
of many specimens that have been preserved, 
but also because of the symbolism connected 
with them, gloves will ever have a special 
interest for the student of the past. 

That they were worn at a very early period 
there is no doubt, though exactly when they 
first came into use it is impossible to say, 
for there are no actual references to them 
in early Greek or Roman MSS. The first 
mention of gloves is in the Odyssey, in 
which it is stated that Laertes, the father 
of Ulysses, wore them on his hunting ex- 
peditions to protect his hands from the 
thorns, and in his Cyropaedia Xenophon re- 
proaches the Persians for their effeminacy in 
covering their hands. 

Both in the east and west the glove, 
when once adopted, soom became of im- 
portance as the recognized symbol of the 
transfer of property, the seller of land giv- 
ing the purchaser a glove as a token of 
possession, for which reason it ts generally 
supposed that in the much-quoted passage in 
Ruth iv, verse 7, ‘‘to+confirm all things a 
man plucked off his shoe and gave it to his 
neighbor,’’ the word shoe should have been 
translated glove. 

In Christian inconography a glove was very 
early associated with certain saints, notabiv 
with St. Front, who its said to have left 
his glove behind him after attending the 
funeral of St. Martin, the sister of Lazarus. 
and with St. Cegarius, Bishop of Arles, who 
is credited with having sent his glove full 
of air to a district in hs diocese sufferng 
from a protracted calm. 

A giove worn on the left hand by a saint 
is a token of noble birth, probably because 
the falcon was carried on the left wrist, 
and as early as the third century A. D. 
gidves were given by the emperor to bishops 
on their investiture. St. Ambrose of Milan. 
who died in 398, is represented in a painting 
now in the sacristy of the cathedral of Aix- 
la-Chapelle wearing gloves, on the back of 
which a star is embroidered. Gloves are 
among the emblems of St. Amadeus of 
Bavoy, whose sister is supposed to have given 
him a glove she had received from the blessed 
virgin, and the story goes that St. David of 
Sweden, when his sight was falling him from 
old age, hung his gloves on a sunbeam, tak- 
ing it for a cord. 

As is well known, the throwing down 
of a glove was in feudal times a challenge 
of single combat and the picking up of 
that glove an acceptance of the deflance. a 
fact skiilfuliy turned to account by Browning 
in his beautiful poem, ‘The Glove,’’ in 
which he makes the heroine dash down her 
glove at the feet of the lion, only to have 
it flung back at her face by her lover. 

Knights used to wear a lady's glove in 


Ptheir helmets as a token that they would de- 


fend her cause agaipst all comers, and to 
this day a special significance attaches to 
the gift of a pair of gloves from a man to 
a woman. The custom of taking off the 
right-hand glove before shaking hands with 
a lady is probably a survival of the days 
of chivalry, as is also the presentation of 
a pair of white gloves to a judge when |

A, Mistaken Policy. 

When the state goes into the bus- 
iness of creating new offices with 
splendid salari& attached, and in- 
creasing the salaries of its other of- 
fcials, is it not a migtaken policy to 
pay no heed to the claims of its pro- 
fessional and scientific servants for a 
reasonable liviag compensation? 

In this respect Georgia is apparent- 
ly behind the times. The state has 
become, in effect, a higher educational 
institution for certain classes of sci- 
entific men whose services are nec- 
essary and whose departments de- 
mand the highest knowledge of the 
subjects with which they have to 
deal. 

Within the last four years Georgia 
has lost no less than three expert 
entomologists because the salary 
paid was wholly insufficient to war- 
rant their remaining here. Each of 
them came to Georgia, added to his 
store of experience in this important 
work, modestly requested a deserved 
and merited increase in the salary 
attached to the office, was met with 
indifference or refusal and de arted 
ic @ more lucrative field, such as is 
always open to an entomologist of 
practical knowledge and _ ability. 
Likewise Georgia is about to lose her 
atle and efficient state chemist 
through failure to make sufficient the 
remuneration of an official who can 
command a far better salary than the 
state seems willing to pay. 

The result is the state must lose 
the services of men whose capabil- 
ity has been increased by intimate 
kuowledge of the conditions existing 
in the state and of the particular 
classes of work required. It may be 
possible to secure in their places 
others of knowledge and experience 
io their particular fields, but the 
value of their services cannot com- 
pare with that of those who have 
studied and who know Georgia condi- 
ticns. Then, too, as they progress in 
their particular departments they will 
go the way of. the others whenever 
they are confronted by the better 
salary offer. It is a duty they owe 
themselves and their families; it is 
a right that cannot be questioned, 

That Georgia loses by this sort of 
a policy, cannot be denied. A rail- 
road commissioner may be elected 
with absolutely no experience either 
in law or as to railroads, at a salary 
of $2,500 a year, nor is he. required 
to give the whole of his time to the 
work. But it is considered sufficient 
to pay an experienced entomologist. 
$1,500 and an expert chemist $3,000. 
to require them to give their entire 
time and knowledge to _ scientific 
work, and to hold them to a strict 
accountability for results. 

It is a mistaken policy through 
which the state cannot fail to lose 
much of that valuable service which 
is essential in these particular de- 
partments.

New Cure for the Drink Habit. 


In these days of temperance cru- 
sades and prohibition laws, important 
consideration must be given to the 
man with the habit, if any permanent 
good is to be accomplished. One of 
the principal ends to be aimed at is 
the destruction of the habit in the 


individual and the prevention of its 
acquirement by those of the coming 
generation. A prohibition law may, 
in a large measure, accomplish the 
latter, but if the habit has a hold, 
the victim is.going to have his dram 
if he has to send or go to California 
for it. 

An interesting suggestion in this 
connection is offered by the Ohio 
Magazine, which takes the view that 
the drink habit and others are large- 
ly. matters of indulgence of the physi- 
cal senses. It says, for instance, 
“there is hardly a man fond of a cock- 
tail in the morning who would touch 
ope if all the glasses in the world 
were suddenly destroyed and only 
tin cups remained.” With this as a 
premise, the writer argues that the 
individual anxious to stop drinking, 
should take a substitute for the al- 
coholic beverage, “indulge the old 
piysical habit to the fullest extent 
ard not seek to deprive himself of 
the surroundings peculiar to the 
traffic. A man who has_ stopped 
crinking by this method can enter 
a saloon with impunity.” 

So we have the “tin cup” cure for 
drinking, which might all work very 
well if it did not require about as 
much moral courage to start in on the 
“cubstitute,” as to let go of drinking 
and the surroundings of the traffic 
altogether. But what are we going 
to do with the “hip-pocket” drinker, 
with the fellow who takes his 
“swig” from the bottle-neck, whether 
it be cocktail or corn, and likes it 
petter that way? To him the use 
of a tin cup would be the acme of 
bibulous courtesy, and if the tin cup 
isn’t at hand when he offers it to a 
riend, why so much the better. And 
tren if we go _to work and remove 
alt the glass bottles in the world, 
there is still the: jug neck which an- 
swers the purpose just as well. 

It is true the esthetic man might 
balk at the cocktail in the tin cup, 
and if his bibulous habits constituted 
one-tenth of the evil produced by 
drinking, there might be something 
accomplished by sm:shing up the 
glassware; but it is really the hip-

Physical sense, pos«ibly, has @ great

grees of physical sense that the 
chances are it would be necessary to 
remove every sort of drinking vessel 
and then cut out the stuff that goes 
in them, before the habit could be 
destreyed to any considerable ex- 
tcnt, unless the victim of the habit is 
strong enough to make up his miad 
he is going to quit and does it. 

The same writer urges that half the 
difficulty in overcoming the tobacco 
smoking habit would be removed by 
using a toothpick and going through 
the motions, a supposition which leaves 
ont of account the fact that half the 
pleasure is derived from seeing the 
curling smoke ascend. If there is 
any doubt on this score let him try to 
smoke his cigar in the derk and he 
will discover how qui@ly vanishes 
the joy of the smoke. It is true this: 


it is out of the question to substi- 
tute for the cigar or cigdrette a 
smoking toothpick. Going through 
the motions might help some, but oth- 
er considerations impel the conclu- 
sion that the effect would be insig- 
nificant. 

(Physical sense may have a great 
dea] to do with habits of this charac- 
ter, and would, no doubt, form a part 
at least a good working basis for 
breaking them; but after all the 
question of getting away from the 
i@bit lies with the man himself and 
nis possession of the mora] courage 
w cut ioose. And it takes just about 
as much of it to get away from the 
physical sense part of the habit, by 
substitute or otherwise, as it does 
from the desire for-the effect which 
is produced by indulgence.

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“Back to The Constitution.” 

That the old doctrine of states’ 
rights will be. a very live issue in 
the next national campaign, is evident 
from the utterances of every speaker 
of national reputation who has re- 
cently addressed himself to current 
-events. 

When the question of a plank de- 
claring for adherence to the letter 
and spirit of the constitution is for- 
mally proposed for incorporation in 
the national plaform of the democ- 
racy next yea7, the south will stand 
where it always has stood and vote 
for a ringing declaration on this sub- 
ject. 

States’ rights is a weightier and 
more pregnant issue today than it 
has been in nearly <‘ifty years. En- 
croachments by the executive upon 
the legislative and judiciary branches 
of the government have been so 
common that they have almost ceas- 
ed to excite comment. The proposal 
that the government should do for 
the states what,the states are una- 
ble or unwilling to do for themselves 
has been openly made and vigorous- 
ly advocated. When the powers 
granted under the commerce clause 
of the constitution were stretched to 
their utmost, the right to create and 
regulate postoffices and postroads 
was invoked to still further extend 
governmental authority, into new 
felds and, last of all, the theory of 
“inherent powers” in the government 
was sprung. 

Senator Beveridge, speaking as the 
representative of the administration 
or the floor of the senate, has an- 
nounced with considerable spirit and 
much elegance of diction that’ the 
constitution is a worn-out rag; that 
conditions exist today which could 
not have been contemplated by the 
fromers of the constitution, and, 
tnerefore, we must supplement their 
¢Ceficiencies of wisdom and grapple 
with new problems by authority of 
might and expediency instead or by 
authority of law. 


favor with the president, is fully 
berne out by his own utterances on 
the subject, and by his most recent 
address at Provincetown. 

Secretary Taft, on the other hand, 
is not entirely ready to cut loose 
fvem  consfitutional moorings and 
drift on an uncharted sea. Accord- 
ing to the Washington Post, the re- 
cent declarations of each of these 
two/officials may be summarized in 
one sentence, as follows: 

Taft—‘‘Let us accomplish good with 
due regard to the respective powers of 
the nation and the states, as set forth 
in the constitution.” 

Roosevelt—“‘Let us change the consti- 
tution and readjust the respective pow- 
ers of the national and state govern- 
ments for the good of all the people.’ 

Judge Alton 8B, Parker, in his an- 
nual address as president of the 
American Bar association, put the 
issue squarely before the country. 
He urged a strict observance of the 
letter and the spirit of the consti- 
tution, which Gladstone characterized 
az: “the most remarkable work ever 
struck off at a single blow by the 
brain and purpose of man.” 

Judge Parker extolled the wisdom 
aml justice of the founders of the gov- 
ernment. He pointed out the ~:ay 
that had been provided for any 
change, alteration or amplification of 
the original document, by means of 
amendments. Already this course has 
been followed, not once but many 
times. It is the only sure and safe 
Way, 

If conditions have arisen that make 
further grants of power from the peo- 
ple to the government: necessary and 
desirable, let them be set forth in an 
amendment or amendments to be rat- 
ified by the states; but in the meapn- 
time it is well to remember that this 
is a government of enumerated pow- 
ers, and all rights not specifically 
Celegated to the national government 
are reserved to the states and the 
people. 

The Post, in its condensation of the 
president’s utterances, does not state 
Lis position with entire accuracy. 
The fault which has been found with 
the president’s position, is not his 
advocacy of “changing” the constitu- 
tion, but his determination to go for- 
werd and do the things which seem 
gvod to him, regardless of the consti- 
tution. If, in following out this pro- 
gram, he interferes with the rights 
and powers of the individual states— 
well, so much the worse for the 
states. 3

Travelers do not go to 
Florence to see the River Arno, and 
the slopes of the Apenines; they go 
there to see whére Savanarola lived 
and was burnt; where Michael Angelo 
saw angels in stone and brought them 
forth to Hve in the light; where Ben- 
venuto Cellini saw the head of Medusa 


forth tn bronze to hoki it In sight of 
the ages forever, and where more fa- 
mous men have lived and toljed and 
suffered than ever In any cit f the 
same size played their part on earth 
before. 

“The Story of France” “The Life of 
Napoleon,” “The Life and Times of 
Thomas Jefferson,” seem to be mere 
by-products of Mr. Watson's mind. 
They appear to be creations thrown 
out by his. intellectual 
while the wheels of his thought were 
really engaged turning off schemes of 
political reform, and finance. But in 
the vears to come, when the kings and 
captains of populism have all depart- 
ed, and when the tumult and the 
shouting over passing and perishing 


will, in my judgment, be seen that the 
by-products of Mr. Watson’s life are 
the ones by which he will be remem-* 
bered. The things he did in the in- 
terims of elections and political con- 
flicts, merely to keep himself enter- 
tained and busy when nothing of pop- 
ulistic moment was doing, will In the 
years to come be accepted as the val- 
uable contributions he made to his 
+generation and time. 

The conditions under which Mr. Wat- 
son’s books were: written reveal him in 
a most striking and admfable light, He 
was defeated in his race for the United 
States congress, but he got even with 
disaster by retiring into his library and 
constructing a congress of his own with 
Thomas Jefferson as its central figure. 

The courage and strength of will he 
evineed, when turned back from. the 
congress he sought to enter In going to 
his home in Thomson and there calling 
one into being that had been, and taking 
his seat along with the mighty of by 
gone times, mark him_as a son of Geor- 
gia, one of whom we should all be 
proud. Almost any man can go to con- 
gress if he gets votes enough, but how 
many defeated aspirants can we call 
to mind who have had the material in 
the depths of their souls out of which 
to make one. It seems to me that the 
ability to make a congress and people it 
with great legislators, is tnfinitely high- 
er than the capacity to go to one al- 
ready made and there distinguish ones 
self as a general thing by feats no more 
exalted than signing receipts for ones 

ay. 

e The triumphs of Mr.’ Watson is similar 
to that achievement of Epictetus, who 
though a slave, broke, by means of a 
book, through his shackles, into the free- 
dom of all ages. Qut of his essays he 
built a seaworthy literary ship, to bear 
his name to all the shores of human 
thought, while that of his poor master, 
passed out of ming a8 500n 45 he died. 

For many years I was not able to take 
Mr. Watson's measure. At first, T 
thought he was a political sailor, who 
managed to lighten his ship by letting go 
a lot of worthless freight, that served as 
s0 much flotsam and jetsam, to litter 
the sea of Georgia's history. But when 
his books appeared, {it was evident that 
hack of them there was something far 
beyond the wild, ordinary specimens of 
sockless, palpitating populism one was 
accustomeg to read about in the newspa- 
pers. 

With Mr. Watson's political heresies, if 
he be gullty of any, a not, In this no- 
tice, concerned. 

But by what he has done, In the line 
of research and study and achievement, 
in the department of history, he has 
made us al] his debtors. Writing, as 
every body knows, when at the level 
maintained by My. Watson in his histori- 
cal books, is very difficult work. Disci- 
pline and self-control and persistent 
exercise of will afe necessary to make 
headway in such mental enterprise. 
“When one looks beneath ‘The Story of 
France.” “The Life of Napoleon,” etc, 
and remembers what such records of @ 
great nation, and of great men involve, 
he can hardly withhold from Mr. Wat- 
son the praise due any man who de- 
taches himself sufficiently from the 
strife and turmoil of a stormy life to 
perform fine work, entirely aside from 
the ordinary levels of human endeavor. 

He has achieved distinction among us 
of a character, not only to reflect credit 
upon Columbia county, but upon his na- 
tive state. He has made a Wasting con- 
tribution to that intangible some- 
thing which gives.to a country attrac- 
tiveness and interest. He has furnished 
his fellow townsmen something with 
which to answer the question of a 
stranger passing through Thomson when 
he asks who lives here?.To such quer- 
jes, they can reply now by mentioning 
the name of Thomas E. Watson. He has 
given the significance that comes from 
a work of universal vilue to his section. 
He has helped to make it live above the 
level of Bermuda grass and watermelons 
and groundpeas. He has lifted it from the 
Gomain of sand to that of thought. He 
has converted his county from a cotton 
plantation into an ideal realm, large 
enough, and rich enough, for al) lovers 
of history to stand in and enjoy. A 
country never really lives until it is 
idealized and put to palpitating. Thou- 
sands of our coun'rymen go to Europe 
every year, but scarcely a person from 
Europe ever comes here, unless it be on 
business.

AUTO FIRE APPARATUS 
PROVED A SUCCESS 


(From The New York Evening Post.) 
Hanover, Germany, was the first city 
to purchase a complete automobile fire- 
engine service, consisting of engines, 
hose carts, and hook and ladder Kit. 
The system is past the experimental 
state, as most of the apparatus has 
been in service now for a period of 
five years. It has proved itself entirely 
satisfactory and more economical than 
the horse-drawn engines and carts. 
) Hanover is also the only city in Ger, 
many that has a complete automatic 
fire-alarm street service which gives 
the signal simultaneously at the cen- 
tra] and substations. It must be under- 
stood, however, that the streets in Han- 
over are well paved and flat, there be- 
ing very slight grades. The most of 
the buildings are comparatively modern 
ang a large number of them are of 
‘“‘slow-burning’‘ type; many others are 
intended to be fireproof. Strict con- 
struction laws have been enforced to 
guard against fires. Labor, fuel and 
alcohol are cheap; coal is moderate in 
cost and fair quality.. So all conditions 
have been most favorable for success. 
The relative cost (in marks of 23.8 cents 
each) of the automobile and thé horse- 
drawn equipment under the conditions 
at Hanover are as follows: 


First, cost 
Maintenance, first year. 36,500 


End of first year .... 83,000 
Maintenance next five 


A Decided Saving. 


The balance in favor of automobiles is 
60,500 marks ($!4.309). Hence, these will 
have saved a sufficient sum to pay for 
themselves. An advantage of the auto- 
mobile machine is its comparative short- 
ness. which enables ft to turn shorter 
in the engine house and yard ang in 
narrow streets. 
ment in Hanover consists of three ma- 
chines. A carbonk-acid machine for 
one foreman and four men; a hydrant 
wagon for one officer, one foreman and 
five men; a steamer, with one officer, 
one engine runner and four men. The

first two are electrically driven, the last 
one steam driven. 

The water tank is at the rear, betwen 
the two lengthwise sills; the two gas 
holders, each with !7.6 pounds of gas, 
are on the platform. The battery is for- 
ward and can be inspected Dy raising 
the front seats. There are two hose 
reels, each with crank on each side, and 
above these a hook and ladder kit. 
There are two motors, each driving a 


scar wheel, through 8% to ! epur and 
pinion gear. The motor switch is 
around the steering wheel. There ts a 
cutout switch with aluminum key to 
prevent unauthorized persons throwing 
in the current. Near this there is a 
socket for connecting an electric hand 
lamp for inspecting the machine. 


Machines Are Well Constructed. 


The under frame is of steel tubes con- 
necting the rear with the front axle. 
The motors, which are axially in line 
and parallel to the rear axle, swing 
about their own axis in a case attached 
to the axle and having epring bearings. 
The frame is divided crosswise. The 
front part surrounds with its conical 
tube ends a cross tube of the rear frame. 
and the front end of the rear frante is 

Spring 
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the front frame. Thus the machine is 
not sprung with running on road gur- 
faces that are ‘‘winding.’’ The three- 
point support is a desirable feature. 
The rear frame has spiral springs: the 
wagon box proper three leaf’ springs. 
The wheels have hickory spokes; the 
tires are solid, of Kelly’s patent. The 
tires of all the machines are guaranteed 
for 10,000 kilometers, or 6,214 miles 
run. This is about five years’ work for 
the Hanover engines at the present rate. 
The original cost of the three self- 
propelling apparatus was as follows: 
Gas-driven pumping engine, $3,641.40: 
hose cart, $2,522.90, and steam-pumping 
engine, $3,927; total $10,091.20. The 
new fire chief expresses himself as 
much pleased with the performance of 


the apparatus introduced by his prede- 
cessors. 


Uses in Other Towns in Germany. 


Following the example of Hanover. 
the automobile has been introduced into 


the fire brigades of the larger towns 
and the fire department wishes to make 
the automobile useful for small towns, 
Villages and country districts. For 
these purposes, at present, only steam- 
motor fire engines can be taken into 
consideration, as vehicles driven by elec- 
tricity depend entirely upon the source 
of current, and the reliability of explo- 
sion motors leaves much still to be de- 
sired. The steam-motor fire engine, 
in its present construction, cannot be 
used for the purpose in view. as its 
radius of action depends upon the water 
and fuel. The quantity carried on the 
engines of Hanover suffices for a se- 
cure service within the radius of a 
large city or ‘ts nearest suburbs, but 
not for longer distances. The idea of 
taking in wat r and fue] during the 
trip would be attended with difficulties 
and cause considerable loss of time. 


Result of fome Experiments. 


The following experiments were made 
in this direction: The quamtity of fuel 
and water necessary for a distance 6: 
eighteen miles was ascertained approx!i- 
mately by short runs. The load which 
the engine could draw over peved and 
unpaved streets was determined, and as 
a result of thege experiments a provis- 
ional tender for fuel, etc., was provided. 
Then the stack or chimney of the fire 


». 
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engine was equipped with spark catchers, 
and the back of the ash piate, to prevent 
the scattering of sparks, was provided 
with a narrow-mesh wire netfing, after 
which longer trial courses could be un- 
dertakem., 

The triala, made under the special di- 
rection of the fire inapector of Hanover, 
showed very eatisfactory results. The 
engine was driven between Hanover and 
Neustadt-am-Rutenberge, fifteen miles, 
in fifty-six minutes; later, sixty miles 
from Hanover, via Neustadt-am-Ruben- 
herge, to Nienburg on the Weser and 
back to Hanover. For the run itself four 
hours and forty-four minutes were re- 
quired, but the engine had to travel 
against a heavy wind, the streets and 
roads were slippery, and between Neu- 
stad&® and Nienburg numeroug hills and 
elev. ‘ons, some of them considerable, 
had tv be climbed. However, after the 
arrival of the engine in Nienburg the 
volunteer fir, depa ent was treated to 
an exhibition of the steamers’ power 
and utility by throwing water at a fire. 
Ae these trials took place without any 
accident to the machine, and as the en- 
gine also showed no defects, it was dem- 
onstrated that it is quite possible to send 
steam-motor fire engines to distant 
points to render assistance.

he makes a tiny blot, 
innocent and natural. 
But, should the blot be missing, then 
the bank will decline to honor the 
check. This little blot saved the mil- 
lionaire £10,000 on one occasion alone. 

Early one morning he was kidnaped. 
His captors threatened violence unless 
they received £10,000 immediately. The 
millionaire thought. Then, atfer hesita- 
ting for a few minutes, he offered to 
write out a check for the money then 
and there on the understanding that im- 
mediately tre check was cashed he was 
to be relcased. 

The terms were accepted, and the mf- 
lionaire wrote out the check. But he 
left out the blot. He certainly had great 
confidence in his plan, for it was impos- 
r ole to tell what might happen when 
the check wes presented and payment 
of it refused. 

However, the kidnapers went off to 
"he bank and presented the check. Of 
course, the cashier looked for the blot, 
and, when he saw that it was missing, 
he suspectéd that something was wrong. 
Payment of the check was refused on 
the ground that it was incomplete, and 
the men went away, followed by officials 
of the bank, who were fortunately able 
to rescue the millionaire from the des- 
peradoes’ hands. 

Another man of great wealth disposes 
of the signature difficulty in a dimerent 
way altogether. He protects himself Dy 
never giving an uncrossed check, and 
this fact has duly been notified to the 
bank. 

Bech day his bank passbook is exam- 
ined by his private secretary, and if 
there is an entry in the book which has 
no business there, then the matter can 
be looked into at once. Of course, if 
the bankers pass a forged check, then, 
generally speaking, they must bear the 
loss themselves. 

This system has many disadvantages. 
It means that the man must never allow 
his check book out of his possession, and 
must place unreserved confidence in his 
secretary and his staff. 

The private secretary supplies his em- 
ployer with any cash required, receiving 
in exchange a duly crossed check for 
the amount. It is the private secretary, 
therefore. who has to protect his signa- 
ture from forgery, and this he does in 
a very ingenious way. He has had 4 
copy of his signature cut out of cork. 
This he uses as he would an india rub- 
ber stamp, and he claims that it is as 
impossible to imitate the markings of 
the cork as it is impossible to duplicate 
the impression of the humaa thum’ 

At any rate, the noveliv -* the faea 
has sufficed to scare off would-be forg- 
ers, for it is stated that no one has 
ever attempted to copy the cork signa- 
ture. 

Placing a smal] grease spot on the 
check is another protective idea, though 
the spot has in this case to be precisely 
in a pre-arranged position. In a further 
case, the check is never torn out of the 
check book quite straight; there is al- 
ways a little piece torn off down part 
of one side, seemingly in quite an 4c- 
cidental manner. 

But still, all thepe devices may fail at 
times, and in every case the experience 
and cuteness of the bank officials afford 
additional protection. Indeed, this ex- 
pertence is, perhaps
